RELATIVE TO SIDEWALKS. 


- == 


Section L.-The Village of Graylinng 
ordains as follows: 

That all sidewalks hereafter 
conatructed, rebuilt or repaired in 
this village shall be of seund lumber, 
paving bricks, or cemetit, and shall 
be constructed under the supervision 
of the street commissioner, and as di- 
tected by the council by ordinance or 
resolution, as to dimensions, grade 
and material. 

Suction IL.—The ground shall be 
graded preparatory to the laying 
dows of all sidewalks, and such walks 
shall be constructed upon grade lines, 
or inclinations established, or which 
shall be established, for that pur- 
pose, and all grading for such walks 
shall be done by and at the expels of 
the village. 

Sxcrion II1.-- All sidewalks ordered 
to be built, rebuilt-or repaired, of pav- 
ing bricks or cement sttall be of ma- 
terial approved by the street commis- 
sioner; and aj] walks ordered to be 
built, rebuilt or repaired of. wood 
shall be of planks two inches thick,
